One thou- 
sand of new issue of shares have been taken up and paid for, besides which a con- 
siderable number more have been applied for, and will be allotted at the next board 
meeting. The machinery is all in a good state, and the pumping-engine in parti- 
cular has done its work well in the struggle which it has had with the immense 
bar of water which it has had to raise.

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THE SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE MINES DRAINAGE BILL. 

This Bill was passed on Thursday afternoon by the Committee of 
the House of Commons to whom it was submitted. Very warmly 
we congratulate the men of South Staffordshire who have taken 
this very importar.t subject in hand, and who have thus far brought 
it to a successful issue. There is now every probability that the 
wide tracts of valuable mineral property at present lying drowned 
out in that part of the Kingdom will soon be attacked and cleared 
of that which at present makes them, to a large extent, not only 
valueless, but a cause also of great danger to the safety of the 
neighbouring property, and to the lives of workmen. Without 
combined compulsory action there would have been no prospect of 
much of this property being cleared for very many years to come. 
It might ultimately have been gotten; but coal must have risen to 
a price greatly beyond even the high rates at which it is now being 
sold before it would be profitable to drain by individual action. 
Now, however, the water will be got away at a cost which will not 
be oppressive to anyone. Ata very critical juncture fuel will be 
brought into the market under circumstances which will contribute 
to the easing of the ruling disastrous quotations. The whole iron- 
trade of South Staffordshire in all its branches will be the first 
benefitted; but there is not a single industry in and about Bir- 
mingham which will not obtain good by the operation of the measure.

The reduction in finished iron, which we noticed last week as im- 
pending, although not yet declared, is being practically acted upon, 
| and specifications can be placed just now on terms which it is ex- 
| pected will not be available further on in the season. The high 
| price of raw iron and its ores, and the deficiency of the reserve, is 
| expected to have a marked effect on prices towards the close of the 
| year. In the meantime the malleable works are very deficient in 
| orders, and the men are, in too many cases, hanging on for less than 
| half-pay. Coals for shipment are very firm at last week’s advance, 
with a still upward tendency. During the week ended yesterday 
| the statistics from the outports show a sea-borne traflic of 33,766 
| tons, against 36,625 tons in the same week of 1872. 

There have been meetings of miners in several of the districts with 

the view of coming to a decision on the “Special Rules.” Asamatter 
of course, the districts are divided in their views as to the aspects 
of the question, after hearing the result of the conference with 
masters; and while some are in favour of a partial and others in 
favour of a general strike till they get the “Durham rules,” others 
are satisfied “that as the masters pledge themselves to supply timber 
cut and ready at hand, all in the district be request to fulfil this 
pledge.” The fact isa strike is not expected, the diversity of opinion 
| being, as some suppose, a pre-arranged matter, intended to divert 
| the mind of the public till the necessities of autumnand winter enable 
the colliers to play the role of last year, and secure for themselves 
the unprecedented wages then obtained. They seem to be of opinion 
that the trade of the county can afford to pay two prices for their 
| manufacturing fuel, one of which will fall to them to pocket. 
The directors of the West Cumberland Silver Mining Company 
| (Limited) have summoned a meeting here for the 7th proximo, with the view of 
| receiving the company’s sanction for ‘‘ raising additional capital to an amount not

TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 


June 26.—The Coal and Iron Trades continue very quiet, and during 
the present week but little work will be done at the ironworks 
and collieries owing to the local holiday always taken at the New- 
castle races. A few works have been stopped here lately where 
finished iron is made, as it has been found that with the present 
price of pig-iron and coal it is not possible to make it at a profit. 
Should this movement continue it certainly will cause serious de- 
pression in the district. Prices have not receded much during the 
past week. The important blast-furnaces at Tow Law have been 
blown-out owing to the demands made by the men for an advance 
of 10 per cent., which the owner (Mr. Attwood) declared they were 
not in a position to give; the men, however, would not agree to 
work at the rates they were getting, and, consequently, the furnaces 
have been blown-out, and it is not likely that they will be lighted 
again for some time. The men now would willingly go to work 
and leave the matter to arbitration ; but the mischief is done, as the 
cost of blowing-out and re-lighting a blast-furnace is very serious. 

The co-operative movement in collieries appears to be extending, 
however slowly, and that it is calculated to improve the working 
colliers there is no doubt whatever, as the great mass of the men 
have, hitherto, been in profound ignorance of the risks and losses 
often met with in mining, and have jumped to the absurd conclusion 
that all mining operations produced enormous profits. The Messrs. 
Briggs, who have carried on the Whitwell Colliery, near Normanton, 
for some time on this principle, have also, it appears, worked some 
iron mines in Cleveland, and lately they have taken the East Howle 
Colliery, near Ferry Hill, and on Saturday last they entertained at 
dinner about 100 of the workmen, and, afterwards, the Messrs, 
Briggs and others addressed those present on this subject, and ad- 
vised them to join in the movement. Some details as to the work- 
ing of the system were given by Messrs. Briggs, from which it ap- 
pears that a man earning 100/. per annum receives from 8 to 12 per 
cent. bonus. The shares held by the men at Whitwell only, it appears, 
amount to 9,000/., so that_fhey really have, as yet, only acquired a 
very limited amount of capital in connection with the works. At 
the conclusion of the meeting it was resolved, on the motion of Mr. 
Reed, the manager of the colliery, to establish a share club at once 
to enable the workmen to acquire shares by paying instalments into 
such club, We have heard nothing lately of the colliery in York- 
shire which the miners of this district are supposed to have secured, 
and which they intend to work, but it was stated lately very gravely 
by a London journal that it is intended by this company to sell the 
coals at 10s. per ton less than the present prices, to pay 10 per cent. 
profit, and divide what is over this amount between the workers 
and the customers. It will be, however, concluded by those ac- 
quainted with such works that if the coals are sold at 10s. per ton 
less than the present prices it may be necessary to make a call upon 
the shareholders in order to enable them to pay their just debts. 

The Shipbuilding Trades on the Tyne and Wear have been very 
quiet for some time, and, in consequence, some of the firms at 
Sunderland have given notice to the ironworkers, rivetters, &e., 
that a fortnight hence a reduction of 10 per cent, will be made in 
their wages, ? 

The officials of the Ann Pit, Choppington Colliery, together with 
other friends, to the number of 50, have presented a testimonial to Mr. J ames Hay, 
of Bebside, who has recently taken his first responsi! le position as managing viewer 
of Widdrington Colliery. The testimonial, which consisted of a superb silver tea and 
coffee service, was got up as congratulatory at his success, and as an expression of 
confidence in his worth and general ability. Mr. Hay, after thanking the sub- 
scribers, said that as active and responsible life was opening up before him, he 
would always strive to do his duty, and to merit the confidence of both master 
and servant. 

SrrAM-BoILERS, Expiostons, &c.—A “Treatise on Steam-Boil- 
ers ” has just been published by Messrs. Lockwood and Co., London, the author 
being Mr. Robt. Wilson, engineer, of Black, Hawtnorn, and Co., Gateshead. The

subject is a very important one, and any information on boilers must be welcomed 
by all connected with the use of steam power, as very great losses both of life and 
property too often occur from the explosion of steam boilers. The work has been 
exceedingly well received as a scientific text book, and it will, no doubt, rank as a 
standard work on this important subject. It is now a quarter of a century since a 
really new book was produced on the subject—that is, a book of an exhaustive cha- 
racter. The work is divided into sections treating of the different modes of con- 
structing boilers, and the strength of cylinder, spherical, and flat surfaces; the 
properties and character of boiler materials; rivetting, welding, and construction 
of boilers, incrustation, &c. ; and the work is concluded by a large number of most 
useful tables. The work is calculated to be extremely valuable to engineers and 
all users of steam. 








REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


June 26.—The Iron Trade of South Staffordshire remains in a very 
languid state, and there is little prospect of improvement unless 
substantial relief should be afforded in regard to the price of fuel. 
Of this, up to the present, there seems little probability, the coal- 
masters, as a rule, choosing to reduce their output rather than de- 
clare lower prices. The pig-iron manufacturers quote on the basis 
of 8/. for all-mine and 5/. 10s. for cinder, but current transactions 
are unimportant, the leading producers having entered into con- 
tracts at the commencement of the quarter which are not yet quite 
completed. Of the aggregate number of 160 furnaces in this dis- 
trict only 95 are now in operation, and any increase is prevented by 
the great cost of material, labour, and fuel. The Bradley Bridge 
furnaces of Mr. James Light, at which charcoal pig-iron is exclu- 
sively made, are about being converted into a joint-stock concern. 
Mr. Light and Mr. Wm. Hatton, J.P., will each have seats on the 
board of direction. The new enterprise is being launched under 
most advantageous circumstances. In the finished iron trade bars 
range from 13/. per ton for common to 16. for marked, Earl 
Dudley’s quotations being 12s. 6d. in excess of the last-named figure. 
It is understood that the principal firms are fairly supplied with 
old orders, but the current demand, whether for common or best 
iron, is of very moderate extent. The price of sheets (singles) is 
17/. to 191. for ordinary, with the usual extras for best makes, 
doubles, and lattins. For galvanised roofing sheets some very fair 
erdors are in hand on account of the colonial markets. Hoops, 
rods, plates, and angles remain pretty much as last quoted. 

Shares in local coal and iron companies are at the following quo- 
tations on the Birmingham Stock Exchange:—Sandwell Park Col- 
liery, 160, buyers; Cannock and Huntington Colliery, 3 prem.; Chil- 
lington Iron, 14 to 1? dis.; John Bagnall and Sons (Limited), 1 prem.; 
Patent Shaft and Axle (Limited), 7?to 8 prem.; Muntz’s Metal (Li- 
mited), 2 prem.; and Birmingham Wagon, 153 to 16}. 

The Coal Trade of South Staffordshire is languid in regard to de- 
mand, but prices are well sustained by the greatly reduced output. 
For forge coal prices range from 15s. to 20s. per ton, households and 
slack being at proportionate rates. Thecollieries in the district are, 
as arule, doing little more than halftime. Ironstones and native pro- 
duce are 25s. for raw and 35s, for calcined samples, per statute ton. 

Black Country hardwares are in quieter request, and in regard to 
some branches complaints of the scarcity of orders are becoming 
very general, The ironfounders at West Bromwich and Bilston are 
very fairly engaged on orders for mill and forge machinery, and at 
Wolverhampton some tolerable orders for hollow ware are in course 
of execution. Generally speaking, however, the demand for iron 
castings is quiet. The reduction of 2/. per ton in the price of cut 
nails and washers has somewhat stimulated the demand for those 
classes of produce, although the trade is still, generally speaking, 
far from buoyant. The wrought-iron bridge and girder manufac- 
turers report business quieter, the great cost of raw material pre- 
cluding the success of producers in competing for such few orders 
as happen to be in the market. 

The old established and well-known fire-clay and brick works of 
Mr. Francis Tongue Rufford, Stourbridge, have just passed into the 
hands of Messrs. Holcroft and Mathews, by whom the trade will be 
carried on as usual, 

The Iron Trade of North Staffordshire continues in a depressed 
state, the shipping demand, usually so brisk at this season, being 
especially flat. Some concessions have been made in prices, but 
they have not led to any appreciable improvement in demand, and 
a further restriction of the yield is generally looked upon as ine- 
vitable. The Coal Trade is tolerably steady, and prices are very 
fairly maintained for the season.

REPORT FROM LANCASHIRE AND CHESHIRE. 


June 26.—The state of affairs in this district concerning the weigh- 
ing clause is, if present arrangements be carried out, to be made the 
subject of a deputation to the Home Secretary to-morrow. At a 
meeting, held at Wigan, on Monday, Mr. Pickard stated that at the 
extensive works of Messrs. Andrew Knowles and Son, Manchester, 
the men have been induced to sign a petition, and exemption from this portion of 
the statute had been granted at the Home Office. This he strongly condemned, 
there being no natural difficulties in the way of the introduction of the weighing 
system. It was further stated that a similar policy to secure exemption was being 
adopted in other portions of the district. There can be no doubt that a most im- 
portant issue has been raised, and the result is looked for anxiously, many of the 
masters affirming that the bulk of the men have no desire whataver to change the 
present system. It is reported that in the event of the decision of the Home Seo- 
retary being against granting further enemptions, on the same grounds a move- 
ment will be set on foot to obtain six month's grace before introducing the weigh- 
ing system. P : 

At Messrs. Lamb and Moore’s Meadow Colliery, near Wigan, on 
Monday evening one of the five egg-ended boilers, each 36 ft. long and 5 ft. in dia- 
meter, exploded, the cause being the overheating of the plates near the fire-hole 
for want of water. Much damage was done, and one man, who was in the pit at 
the time, had to remain a prisoner until some alterations were made; but no per- 
sonal injury was sustained. . 

No alteration has yet to be reported in the Iron Trade ; the demand 
for finished iron is limited to the requirements of the moment. From Barrow a 
considerable amount of hematite pig is being sent to Krupp’s works in Germanys 
Unless a change takes place in other branches of trade, a reduction in the price of 
coal is inevitable. 








REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 


June 26.—The business doing at the lead mines at Eyham, and in 
the Cromford, Wirksworth, and Peak districts is of an average 
character, and there are no new features calling for special com- 
ment. Enterprise so far as lead mining in Derbyshire is concerned, 
is indeed almost ata standstil!, although there is no valid reason why 
such should be the case, as there are many places yet undeveloped 
that will, doubtless, well repay those who open them out. Just now, however, 
owing to the high prices of coa', there is no lack of spirit in the opening out or 
purchasing of collieries, and there is every appearance that in another year or two 
there will be a large addition tc the production of the black diamonds of Derby- 
shire, seeing that many new pitsare being sunk between Nottingham and Sheffield, 
the mineral boundary of the county. The new branch of the Midland connecting 
the main line at Ambergate with the Trent Valley Railway, will also be the means 
of opening out a very extensive coal field, which has only been awaiting transit 
facilities to be developed. The coal trade has rather improved of late, and a heavier 
tonnage isnow being sent to the metropolis than for some weeks past. Theironworks 
continue to be actively employed, there being a good demand for raw iron as well 
as for mill and foundry material. The Bessemer steel works at Dronfield are 
turning out large quantities of rails, whilst Messrs. Lucas, at the same place, are 
doing a large trade in malleable castings, steel shovels, &c. -
